REFLECTIONS.

Twelve years ago at this writing the Brethren 
church was little more than a probability. The 
Progressive Christian, published at Berlin, Penn 
sylvania, had a circulation of less than a thousand. 
Its editors, its correspondents, and corps of con 
tributors had lost all favor at “court.” 

The great lights of the church were unable to 
conclusively, or even logically, show why many 
of the customs established by the Annual Meeting 
should be enforced. Pungent paragraphs, point- 
ed essays, and able editorials were written, attack- 
ing the traditions and rulings of the elders at the 
most vital point. 

Leading bishops were secretly corresponding, 
and conferring as to the safest and swiftest meth- 
od of eliminating the obnoxious element from the 
church. Answer the arguments of the revolution- 
ists, they could not. | 

The pew. had suddenly disputed with the pul- 
pit, and the pulpit was paralyzed with the vigor 
of its attack. Everywhere the church was inter- 
ested. Friends of the church customs and order, 
were seriously alarmed. They appealed in vain to 
the theologians. Men who had never failed to 
boldly meet the defying Goliaths of the church 
half way were, for the first time, silent and eva- 
sive. 

The attack was from a new point—from inside 
the ranks. The crew was mutinous. The rebel- 
lion was headed by the brainy, thoughtful element 
of the church—men who had long training in pa- 
tience and self sacrifice, and who had not the re- 
motest idea of doing more than reforming the 
church from within. | 

The idea of division never entered their minds. 
But it came—It came as a result of cold, meas- 
ured, secret plotting, by a cordon of bishops who 
met in southern Illinois during the winter previ- 
ous to the appointment of the “Berlin Committee.” 

The result of the meeting above mentioned was 
the Berlin Committee and the final decision of 
the Arnold’s Grove General Conference. 

At that conference, the only blunders they ever 
made began. A few of the more radical bishops 
decided to expel from local churches all who, in 
any way fellowshipped the ring leaders of the ex- 
pelled faction. |

churches have not yet been flanted Everywhere 
is the sure sign of the deéaying order, and it 
seems to me that our work ‘has, under God, been 
even greater than we anticipated. Itold Breth- 
ren, Holsinger, Brown, Beer, ‘and others, nine 
years ago, that in ten years we would have ac- 
complished infinitely more in reforming the Dunk- 
er church from the outside than we could have 
done from within. | 

The hour of our triumph has come. We need 
no longer do aught but send up the shout of vic- 
tory. We have reached the point in our growth, 
where new churches are springing up without 
seeming effort on our part. Look at the array of 
churches established in the past year. See what 
is being done this winter, and hear the calls com- 
ing up from more than a hundred places, for or- 
ganizers and churches. 

Brother D. C. Moomaw need not turn his heavy 
guns on the Hays and Rosenbergers, of the other 
side. ‘They are powerless to keep up the order. 
Men of small ability need not be noticed. Pro- 
gressive guns should never be loaded for young 
bumblebees. | 

Our work, it seems to me, is from this on, to 
build up. Iam fully convinced that if Swihart, 
McFaden, Shaver, Bowman, and men of like 
preaching ability, could be kept in the field for 
two years, fully five thousand people would be 
added to our number. The field is ripe for the 
harvest. There is room for all.

But by the next Annual Meeting our follies began 
and theirs ended. We were full of fight. We had 
found out how little gospel there was on the side 
of the “order,” and how much against it Pioneer- 
like, we kept on felling trees and grubbing. We 
courted opposition, invited expulsion and persecu- 
tion, and when they came we used the columns of 
the press to mourn and wail. 

All at once the statesmenship of the opposition 
was seen. They muffled their guns, played the 
martyr themselves and pleaded for sympathy. 
Disaffected members were visited and appealed to 
on the line of sympathy and charity. Our church 
paper was watched. If a bitter attack was made 
on them, their doctrine, or methods, in its col- 
umns, it was carried around in coat pockets, 
shown to the disaffected, and compared with the 
sweet tone of their own paper. In that every 
thing was serene. Peace was breathed in all its 
columns; and the result was, the “Progressive fac- 
tion” soon lost its reputation for anything save 
pugnacity and worldliness. 

Had we pursued the same course they did, our 
numbers would have increased in a ratio of ten to 
one, but we did not, and ours is the loss. But 
now ten years have passed. —Ten eventful years 
to both churches. 

What i is the result? The object of “the Pro- 
eressives” was to liberalize the organization and 
methods of the German Baptist church. Have | 
we accomplished anything in that direction? Let 
us see.

Suppose that Galatians 5: 22-26 be the 
practical standard of every member in the church. 
Will friction, and alienation, and distraction, and 
dismemberment be possible? What saith the Ho- 
ly Ghost? “Against such there is no law.” Gala- 
tians 5:23. Does not this reveal the root of all 
schism, and excommunication, and discipline? 
Either the Conservatism or the Progression 
has lost sight of the stern, yet benignant claims of 
the cross. By an eternal law, over-stringent con- 
conservatism will come into conflict with the di- 
vine impulsion of development; and licentious in- 
dividualism will collide with the divine claims of 
conservatism. Christ crucified is the reconciling, 
equiponderating center. As soon as we are wise 
enough to discern and accept this divine arrange- 
ment of counterbalancing forces, we will again co- 
alesce and live and work in harmony. 


In the absence of this cordial submission “to 
wholesome words, even the words of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ, and to the doctrine which is according 
to Godliness:”—-What then?

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THE TWO MANIFESTATIONS OF CHRIST’S SECOND 
“ PRESENCE,

Ye THINK a diligent study of the scriptures, 

with reference to Christ’s second coming will 
disclose two manifestations of the same. His first 
manifestation being to those who are watching for 
him according to his word, and his second mani- 
festation being to the world. Christ’s first manifes- 
tation to those who are looking for him, is describ- 
ed, by the similtude ofa thief’s coming. “Behold, I 
come as athief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they 
see his shame.” Revelation 16: 15. 

And his second manifestation isthe revelation 
of him-self to the world, “in flaming fire, taking 
vengence on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
2nd Thessalonians 1: 8. But the scriptures that I 
wish to call especial attention to as illustrating 
these two manifestations, is Matthew 24: 37, 38, 
39. “As were the days of Noah, so shall be the 
presence of the Sonof man. For as in those days 
which were before the flood, they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, unti 
the day that Noah entered into the Ark, and they 
knew not until the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall be the presence of the Son of man.” 
(Revised Version.) ‘‘And as it was in the days 


-of Noah, so shall it be-in the -days of the Son of 


man” Luke 17: 26. _ Observe that the second pres- 
ence of Christ ia a nerind nf tima pallad daa” 


\ 
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We have the questions answered in Christ’s own 
language viz: “For as the days of Noah thus will 
be the presence of the Son of man.” The two ex- 
pressions,—“days of the Son of man,” and “the 
presence of the Son of man,” evidently refer to the 
same period and time, mean the same thing. We 
see from the above scripture tnat the days of Noah 
are compared to the presence of the Son of man, 
and since I have shown by Luke 17: 22 that the 
day of the Son of man could not begin at his first 

resence, since the disciples were not to see them, 
and yet as those days are compared fo the presence 
of the Son of man, it must refer to his second pres- 
ence. 


The second presence of Christ, then is the days 
of the Son of man. This is surely evident. Let 
the reader observe that I use the word “presence” 
instead of the word “coming.” 


The translation of the Greek word “parousia,” 
by the word “coming,” ia misleading. “Parousia” 
is translated, —“presence in the emphatic Diag. 
and Revised Version “coming,” has the signific- 
ance of being on the way, not here yet. But “pres- 
ence,” has the significance of being present, as after 
arrival, 

Now the expressions, “eating and drinking, 
marrying”, ete. described the condition of the An- 
tedeluvian society, while Noah was building the 


| Ark, and according to our Savicur’s language, 


those expressions are as equally descriptive of the 
condition of society during Christs second presenze. 
In other words,—while Christ is actually present 
the second time and in his first manifestatiun,— 
(viz. his manifestation under the figure of a thief.) 
and superintending the first work of his presence, 
— (viz. the “harvest,” which is at the end of the 
age. See Matthew 13: 24, 31, 39.)—that during 
this eventful time, men will eat and drink, marry 
and give in marriage,—go on with their usual oc- 
cupations,—totally oblivous of what is transpiring 
in their midst, ‘“‘wnéel”’—until, what? “Until” 
Christ is revealed to them “in flaming fire, taking 
vengence on them that know not God,” ete. “ Un- 
til” the fire that shall comsume the “tares,” will 
kindle upon them. Submitting that the above is 
conclusive and indisputable, another startling fact 
is brought to view, and that is that Christ in his 
second presence, is to be znvisibie to all physical 
eyes, seen or recognized only by the eyes ot the 
understanding or by the eye of faith, through the 
word of God. This seems necessary for two rea- 
sons. 1, Because in this day or presence of Christ 
they (the unwatchful) will “know not” until Christ 
is revealed in flaming fire (the “flaming fire” of the | 
days of Christ corresponding to the deluge in the 

days of Noah) hence it could not be that Christ be 
visibly present among them, since in that case they 
would know, before he was revealed in flaming: fire. 
2. Since the first manifestation of his presence, is 
described by the figure of a thief, (“behold I come 
as a thief”)—in reason no one could know of his 
presence except those who are watching, and it 
would be inconsistant to say that a “thief? was 
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As the s sun vand the moon ruled the day and the night, 
And the planets and stars did dispense their free light 
Did the day we call Christmas, though not by this name, 
Make its annual visit, as other days come;

“Behold, I 
come as a thief. Blessed is he that watcheth, and 
keepeth his garments, lest he walk naked, and they 
see his shame.” Revelation 16: 15. 

And his second manifestation isthe revelation 
of him-self to the world, “in flaming fire, taking 
vengence on them that know not God, and that 
obey not the Gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
2nd Thessalonians 1: 8. But the scriptures that I 
wish to call especial attention to as illustrating 
these two manifestations, is Matthew 24: 37, 38, 
39. “As were the days of Noah, so shall be the 
presence of the Son of man. For as in those days 
which were before the flood, they were eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in marriage, unt: 
the day that Noah entered into the Ark, and they 
knew not until the flood came, and took them all 
away; so shall be the presence of the Son of man.” 
(Revised Version.) . ‘And as it was in the days 


-of Noah, so shall it be -in tho -days of the Son of 


man” Luke 17: 26. . Observe that the second pres- 
ence of Christ is a period of time, called “days,” 
and not “day” as of twenty-four hours. . 

But what were the “days” of Noah, and when 
did they begin and end? Did they begin at his 
birth and end at his death? JI think not. Iun- 
derstand that the days of Noah began when he be- 
gan to build the Ark, and ended at the deluge. I 
am unable to learn from the Scriptures the definate 
length of time Noah was in building the Ark, 
though it might have been one hundred and twenty 
years. But granted that it was one hundred and 
twenty years, those one hundred and twenty years 
were surely the days of Noah. Now eating and 
drinking, marrying and giving in marriage are not 
in them-selves sinful actions; but if they are not, 
why is recorded of the antediluvians that they did 
such things? ‘The answer is plain. It is to show 
their unconcern and unbelief with reference to the 
coming deluge. | 

But observe that no one of the antediluvians 
could apprehend the future deluge except by faith. 
It is recorded of Noah, that “By faith Noah being 
warned of God of things not seen as yet, moved 
with Godly fear, prepared an Ark to the saving of 
his house.” Hebrews 11: t 

All, (except Noah and his house) understood not 
until the deluge came and swept them all away! 
And the Saviour makes the application to his own 
days in the following terse language; ‘So will it 
be also in the days of the Son of man.” And as we 
can read how it was inthe days of Noah, we ought 
to know to a certainty how it will be in the days of 
the Son of man. But what are the days of the Son 
of man, and when do they begin? 

Christ said to his disciples, ‘days will come, 
when ‘you will desire to see one of days of the Son 
of man, and YOU WILL NOT SEE IT.” Luke 17; 22. 
Hence it appears from this scripture that the days 
of the Son of man, did not begin at the first advent 
of Christ, for ifthey had the disciples would have 
seen a them. - 


Christ is revealed to them “in flaming fire, taking 
vengence on them that know not God,” ete. ‘Un- 
til” the fire that shall comsume the “tares,” will 
kindle upon them. Submitting that the above is 
conclusive and indisputable, another startling fact 
is brought to view, and that is that Christ in his 
second presence, is to be znvisibie to all physical 
eyes, seen or recognized only by the eyes of the 
understanding or by the eye of faith, through the 
word of God. This seems necessary for two rea- 
sons. 1, Because in this day or presence of Christ 
they (the unwatchful) will “know not” until Christ — 
is revealed in flaming fire (the “flaming fire” of the | 
days of Christ corresponding to the deluge in the 
days of Noah) hence it could not be that Christ be 
visibly present among them, since in that case they 
would know, before he was revealed in flaming fire. 
2. Since the first manifestation of his presence, is 
described by the figure of a thief, (“behold I come 
as a thief”)—in reason no one could know of his 
presence except those who are watching, and it 
would be inconsistant to say that a “thief” was 
just as visible to a sleeping person as to one who 
is awake and watching. And yet the popular 
ideas of Christ’s coming involves that very “incon- 
sistancy,” since they teach that he will be visible 
to the physical eyes of both saint and sinner, at 
the same instant which,—if true—would. destroy 
the distinction between those t wo states,—‘‘ watch- 
ing”? and “sleeping.” It is a scriptural fact that 
those two “states” exist and are applicable to men 
at the second presence of Christ. 


Now the expressions—“watching,” and ‘‘sleep- 
ing” are not to be taken or understood in their 
physical or literal sense, but rather as indicating 
the spiritual condition of those thus characterized. 
For instance, Paul’s use of those terms in lst Thess- 
alonians 5. But ye brethren are not in darkness 
that, that day (the day of Christ) should overtake 
you as a thief (find you sleeping.) Therefore we 
should not sleep as do others, etc. 


Now the expression, “knew not,” which àp- 
plies during the presence of Christ, is very des- 
criptive of that unwatchful condition, called 
“sleep.” i 


But let no one.think that the znvisible presence 
of Christ the second. time, would destroy the per- 
sonality of his presence. We allow of the exis- 
tence of a personal God, yet God is invisible to’ our 
physical eyes. Personality is a quality or condi- 
tions of incorporal as well as coporal beings. Christ 
was present during those forty days, intervening 
between his resurrecting and ascension. He was 
personally present and yet invisible to the world, 
and also to the disciples, except upen stated occa- 
sions. He was invisible yet personally present. 
His presence during those forty days may serve 
to illustrate his second presence. Let us beware 
that this lamentation be not ours. “The summer

It is the hope of the board that at the next con- 
vention we may be able to report not only work 
done, but some definite plan of organization and 
systematic effort for the next year. What we 
need is a more thorough arousing of our people 
to the necessitv of the financial support of this 
work. Ojiling is as necessary for this machine as 
for any other—in this case, however, the needed 
lubricant happens to be the “dollar of the fath- 
ers,” and likewise “of his sisters and his cousins 
and his aunts,” ete. 

We must have money, and I believe there 
would be no trouble about getting it if our peo- 
ple were thoroughly informed about the mission 
board. I am positive there are quite a number 
among us who are entirely ignorant of the mis- 
son board—its existence, its purpose, its work- 
ngs, its support, ete. ‘Tis sad ’tis true,” but 
it need not remain either true or sad. 

If pastors and laymen will go to work, support- 
ing and publishing and advertising the existence 
of the mission’ board, there need be no lack of 
knowledge among us onthis point. ‘The board 
does not ask, nor would it be entirely reasonable 
to expect public and frequent approval of all its 
acts. Among anumber of men who have positive 
convictions and opinions about details, which must 
always admit of honest difference of opinion, it were 
useless to suppose that everyone would anques- 
tioningly sanction and endorse each separate move- 
ment and doing of the board. But while it is true 
that there may be individual members who can 


if|not agree with and publicly sanction, each and 
, {everything the board does or advises, yet the 


board has a right to expect, and does expect, that 
each official and lay member will give the general 
existence and working of the board his approval ; 
and if there be criticisms of the policy or actions 
of the board, the floor of the state convention is 
the place to make them known. 

The members of the board haye not sought pos- 
itions thereon, and having been put thereon against 
their will, and in some cases without their knowl- 
edge, they expect that all criticisms will be open, 
frank and honest, and will be made no place but 
on the floor of the convention. — n i :

A New Brethren Church Dedicated 
at Warsaw, Indiana. 


Since the last meeting of the 
Brethren’s National Conference, 
here, the scattered little band of 
brethren and sisters composing the. 
Warsaw Brethren church, by the 
help of the Lord, have erected a 
neat and comfortable church build- 
ing in this city. It was dedicated to 
the service of God, completely fur- 


days, and learning of our struggling 
time in raising means with which to 
build, kindly consented to furnish 
the church with some copies of his 
book at cost, to be sold by the 
church, the profit to go toward 
swelling the building fund. Through 
Sister Christner’s efforts at Milford, 
Roann, New Enterprise, Mexieo and 
twelve Mile, the profit on books 


-sold and donations received amount- 


ed to $61.50, which was turned over 
to the trustees and duly credited. 
To each and all of whom, the church 
and trustees hereby express their 
thanks. Several more books were 
also bought from others here and 
elsewhere for the same purpose, to 
whom we give credit and thanks. 
$10.00 was sent us by brother T. M. 
Calvert of Illinois, and we express 
special thanks to brother J. O. Fish- 
er of Mexico, Indiana, who furnished 
the material, and with his own hands 
designed, made and presented the 
church with an exquisite, beautiful 
pulpit. This was a most highly ap- 
preciated gift. Brother Christner 
made public mention of same, and 
with the united church asked God’s 
blessing upon all who aided us, both 
previous to, and at the time of dedi 
cation. These, with a few others, 
constituted the outside help before 
the dedication. Through home do- 
nations of help and work with teams, 
etc., and by careful and economical 
management, our church cost us 
only about $1400.00 in money. We 
had $537.00 of this to raise on dedi- 
cation, outside of a few from sister 
congregations. Through the effort 
of Brother Christner, the debt was 
pledged for before we knelt down 
and solemnly dedicated the offering 
to God. Our Sisters’ Aid Society 
pledged us $100.00 at the dedication. 
We feel that our means, care, and 
labor have been well spent. We 
have some noble examples of sacri- 
fice in this work, and pray that God 
may accept the work of our hands, 
and bless it to the salvation of souls. 
Just ninety-one days from the time 
we decided and began to build, we 
dedicated our house of. worship. 
How much more we could all do, if 
we only trusted in God and under- 
took, in his wisdom and strength. 

Thus another Brethren church 
steeple points heavenward from In- 
diana. May the blessing of God 
overshadow it, and fill it with his 
presence, and save us all, is the 
prayer of the church and pastor at 
Warsaw, and of your correspondent.

THE CHURCH COLLECTION. 


I know not how I can better occupy the valuable 
space you ask me to fill than by reminding our 
good people, the patrons of the JouRNAL, of the 
true significance and influence of that part of our 
public worship we term “The Collection.” 

As a church we regard all the public religious 
exercises of the sanctuary important; which is of 





|the greatest value, it would be difficult to deter- 


mine. ‘The present line is written to advocate the 
claim, that no part of our Sabbath’s devotions is 
more helpful as a means of grace than that which 
accompanies (or should) the regular service, if 


rightly understood and conscientiously conducted, 


viz: the lifting of the Collection. The collection, 
regular or special, is too often underrated. Many 
seem to think of it as a necessary evil and the 
sooner it is over the better. The writer has ob- 
served more than once, when attending services 
where the custom is to take the collection after the 
sermon, that this period is occupied by many put- 
ting on overcoats, rubbers and wraps, and which 
necessitates a great deal of gesticulation, confusion 
and irreverence.” Doubtless many a pastor has 
been pained as he looked upon this exhibition of 
unworshipful manners. 

‘Taking the Collection,” is truly a part of the 
hour’s publie worship. Jt should be an act of de- 
votion with its own individual character and pur- 
pose. Through the channel of our gifts it is our 
blessed privilege to express faith in God, devotion 
to his cause and love for our fellow-men. Bv our 


(giving, systematic giving and more of a blessed- 


ness from giving; yes, a blesssdness from giv- 
ing for “The blessing of the Lord bringeth 
increase.” “God is able to make all grace 
abound toward you; that ye always having 
all sufficiency in all things may abound in every 
good work.” These gospel assurances belong to 
the worshipping, liberal giver. 

There is no part of the public exercises in God’s 
house more spiritualizing than giving, especially 
when that giving is intelligent, cheerful, liberal 
and systematic. It separates the soul from the 
temporal and material, and associates it with the 
sbiritual and eternal. It mingles the whole of life 
with the service of God. The husbandman who 
tills the farm for God, dedicates his broad acres 
and dignifies his labor by associating it with the 
Sabbath day’s homage paid to the Lord. The 
same is true of every laboring man in whatever 
profession; his toil becomes the more sanctified as 
he realizes he is a co-laborer with God and his peo- 


| ple for the bettering of the world at large. 


Let every reader of this line be reminded there 
is no part of the public worship, not even the pray- 
er or the sermon, more important than the collec- 
tion, if we allow it to occupy our thought and at- 
tention for the time, just as we allow any other of 
the means of grace to do. It is wonderful what 
“The Church Collection” part of the service will 
do for the worshipper, when properly observed, 
and thus becomes a means of grace to him; it in- 
spires all his other graces; gives life to his devo- 
tions; removes the spirit of antagonism, when the 
benevolent operations of the church are presented, 
and it puts him on good terms with his Maker and 
himself; and all because he has come up to his ex- 
alted privilege and therefore has a ‘‘conscience 
void of offence,” 


Those who accept and are profiting by the above 
exalted view of the church collection, will surely 
unite with us in contending for silence while the 
coilection is being lifted, the same as when prayer 
is being offered, the sermon delivered, or when 
either of the Sacraments is being administered. 
The Collection plates, as well as the Communion 
plates, should be passed in silence, that the atten- 
tion and devotion of the worshipper may be cen- 
tered upon the means of grace in exercise.
